Obama hails Mexico’s Nieto at White House meeting

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama hailed 
an “ambitious reform agen¬ 
da” set forth by the incom¬ 
ing president of Mexico as 
he and President-elect En¬ 
rique Pena Nieto met Tues¬ 
day at the White House. 
Obama said it was fitting 
that the men were meet¬ 
ing even before Pena Nieto 
takes office on Saturday, 
calling it a sign of the close 
relationship between the 
two countries. 

“What happens in Mexico 


has an impact on our so¬ 
ciety,” Obama said before 
the Oval Office meeting, 
which also included Vice 
President Joe Biden and 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton. 

Obama said he had forged 
a close working relation¬ 
ship with outgoing Mexican 
President Felipe Calderon 
and was confident he could 
establish a similar “close 
personal and professional 
relationship” with Pena Ni¬ 
eto, leader of Mexico's 
Institutional Revolutionary 
Party. Obama said he was 


confident Mexico and the 
United States will be able 
to strengthen longstanding 
economic and trade ties, 
as well as increase security 
along their common bor¬ 
der. He also said he would 
press ahead with compre¬ 
hensive immigration reform 
and looked forward to co¬ 
operation from Pena Nieto 
in longstanding U.S. efforts 
to stem illegal immigration 
from Mexico. Pena Niefo 
congratulafed Obama on 
winning a second term and 
said he was looking forward 
to strengthening already 


close relations between the 
countries. Pena Nieto noted 
that both he and Obama 
are former legislators in their 
respective countries — giv¬ 
ing them a deeper under¬ 
standing of politics — and 
said both men were fo¬ 
cused on job creation as 
their top priority. Pena Ni¬ 
eto praised Obama’s calls 
for immigration reform and 
said he would work with U.S. 
officials to address illegal 
immigration from Mexico. 
“We fully support your pro¬ 
posal,” Pena Nieto told 
Obama, in remarks that 


were translated from Span¬ 
ish. “We want to contribute. 
We want to be part of this." 
Pena Nieto invited Obama 
to visit Mexico at any time, 
an offer Obama said he 
would consider. 

Obama joked that he was 
“jealous” of Biden, who is 
leading a U.S. delegation 
to attend Pena Nieto's in¬ 
auguration on Saturday. 
About two-thirds of fhe 
more than 50 million Hispan- 
ics in the United States self- 
identity as being of Mexi¬ 
can descent, according to

Hugo Chavez heading back to Cuba 

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez asked his country's legislature for permission to 
travel to Cuba for more medical treatment after spend¬ 
ing much of the past 18 months fighting cancer. Tuesday’s 
request said doctors have recommended Chavez “begin 
special treatment consisting of various sessions of hyper¬ 
baric oxygenation" and physical therapy to continue 
“consolidating the process of strengthening health.” The 
request did not provide more details about the treatment. 
The request said Chavez will travel to Cuba, but did not 
state how long he will stay. Venezuelan law requires presi¬ 
dents to receive approval before leaving the country for 
extended periods. □ 

Russian court convicts MMA fighter 

MOSCOW -A Moscow judge Tuesday convicted the world 
champion mixed martial arts fighter, Rasul Mirzaev, of neg¬ 
ligently causing the death of a Russian college student 
during a fight outside a nightclub in August 2011. Mirza¬ 
ev, 26, was born in Dagestan and is one of tens of thou¬ 
sands of immigrants from the North Caucasus who live in 
Moscow. He was convicted of killing Ivan Agafonov, a 
19-year-old Russian student, outside a trendy nightclub in 
the capital. After announcing the verdict, Judge Andrei 
Fedin ordered Mirzaev released based on time served. 
The maximum sentence was two years in prison and he 
had been jailed since shortly after the episode. □ 

Yemeni sets self on fire near Cabinet 

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — Medical officials say a Yemeni 
man set himself on fire outside the Cabinet building in the 
capital Sanaa. The officials say Abdel-Hakim Hamoud Qa- 
sim is in critical condition after Tuesday's self-immolation. 
His cousin, Mohammed Qasim, says Abdel-Hakim was 
protesting a complaint he had filed to the Ministry of Pe¬ 
troleum against Canadian oil and gas company Nexen, 
which he worked for as a driver for 16 years until 2006. Mo¬ 
hammed says his cousin was severely injured on the job in 
Yemen and only paid $3,000 after the accident. A similar 
act of self-immolation in Tunisia last year helped trigger a 
series of uprisings in Arab countries, including Yemen. Q 

Brazil deforestation hits record low 

BRASILIA, Brazil (AP) — Deforestation in Brazil's Amazon 
rainforest has dropped to its lowest level in 24 years, the 
government said Tuesday. Satellite imagery showed that 
1,798 square miles (4,656 square kilometers) of the Ama¬ 
zon were deforested between August 2011 and July 2012, 
Environment Minister Izabella Teixeira said a news confer¬ 
ence. That's 27 percent less than the 2,478 square miles 
(6,418 square kilometers) deforested a year earlier. The 
margin of error is 10 percentage points. Brazil’s National 
Institute for Space Research said the deforestation level 
is the lowest since it started measuring the destruction 
of the rainforest in 1988. Through July 2012 deforestation 
dropped by 76.26 percent. □ 

China creates new ‘knowledge hub’ 

BEIJING (AP) — The World Bank and China are setting up 
a knowledge hub to share information about Beijing’s suc¬ 
cess with poverty alleviation. The project aims to come 
up with new strategies to solve problems of rapid devel¬ 
opment, such as urban transportation. The hub will help 
experts around the globe communicate and learn from 
each other to find the best outcomes. World Bank Presi¬ 
dent Jim Yong Kim said at a signing ceremony Tuesday. 
Kim said that as China tackles these challenges, it is pro¬ 
ducing a “body of knowledge that can benefit many 
other countries.” China has worked closely with the World 
Bank and claims to have raised 600 million people out of 
poverty over the past three decades. □ 


Protesters regroup in Cairo 
streets to denounce Morsi

CAIRO (AP) — More than 
200,000 people packed 
Cairo’s central Tahrir 
square on Tuesday, chant¬ 
ing against Egypt’s Islamist 
president in a powerful 
show of strength by the 
opposition demanding 
Mohammed Morsi revoke 
edicts granting himself near 
autocratic powers. 

With the mass protests in 
Tahrir and in several other 
cities — comparable in size 
to those during last year's 
uprising that overthrew au¬ 
tocrat Hosni Mubarak — 
opposition to the decrees 
issued last week turned into 


a broader outpouring of 
anger against the rule of 
Morsi and his Muslim Broth¬ 
erhood. 

Waving Egypt's red, white 
and black flags, crowds of 
protesters marched across 
Cairo to stream into the 
iconic central plaza, birth¬ 
place of the anti-Mubarak 
uprising. By the evening, it 
was thronging with a crowd 
that appeared to be more 
than 200,000. Clashes 
broke out in several cities 
as Morsi opponents tried 
to attacked offices of the 
Brotherhood, setting fire to 
at least one. 

Ringing out at Tahrir was 
the central chant of the 
Arab Spring revolts: “The 


people want to bring down 
the regime,” and “erhal, 
erhal” — Arabic for “leave, 
leave.” “Suddenly Morsi is 
issuing laws and becoming 
the absolute ruler, holding 
all powers in his hands,” 
said protester Mona Sadek, 
a 31-year-old engineering 
graduate who wears the 
Islamic veil, a hallmark of 
piety. “Our revolt against 
the decrees became a 
protest against the Brother¬ 
hood as well.” But Gehad 
el-Haddad, a senior adviser 
to the Brotherhood and its 
political party, said the op¬ 
position was “very divided” 
and that Morsi would not 
back down. “We are not 


rescinding the declara¬ 
tion,” he told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. Morsi’s edicts 
effectively neutralize the ju¬ 
diciary, which was the only 
branch of government in a 
position to balance Morsi, 
who holds not only execu¬ 
tive but also legislative au¬ 
thority. The staunch stand 
taken by Morsi and his 
Brotherhood sets the stage 
for a drawn-out battle with 
the opposition that could 
paralyze the nation at a 
time when its economic 
woes are deepening, se¬ 
curity continues to be tenu¬ 
ous and strikes by an entire 
spectrum of white and blue 
collar workers show no sign 
of abating. Protest organiz¬ 


ers on a stage in the square 
called for another mass 
rally on Friday. If the Broth¬ 
erhood responds with mass 
rallies of its own, as some of 
its leaders have hinted, it 
would raise the prospect of 
greater violence after a se¬ 
ries of clashes between the 
two camps in recent days. 
Even as the crowds swelled 
in Tahrir, clashes erupted 
nearby between several 
hundred young protest¬ 
ers throwing stones and 
police firing tear gas on a 
street off Tahrir leading to 
the U.S. Embassy. Clouds 
of tear gas hung close to 
the ground at the area. 
Clashes have been taking 


place at the site for several 
days, fueled by anger over 
police abuses, separately 
from the crisis over Morsi. 

A photographer working 
for the AP, Ahmed Gomaa, 
was heavily beaten by po¬ 
lice using sticks while cov¬ 
ering the clashes Tuesday. 
Police took his equipment, 
and Gomaa was taken to 
hospital for treatment. 

In the Nile Delta industrial 
city of Mahalla el-Kobra, 
workers and activists tried 
to storm the headquar¬ 
ters of the Brotherhood’s 
political party, but were 
blocked by Brotherhood 
members who formed a 
human chain around the 
building.Q

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Palestinians predict historic UN vote on statehood

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 

The Palestinians predicted 
a historic U.N. vote recog¬ 
nizing their statehood this 
week, praising important 
new support from France 
on Tuesday and likely back¬ 
ing from other European 
nations seen as critical to 
enhancing their interna¬ 
tional standing. 

The United States and Israel 
strongly oppose the resolu¬ 
tion, and there are fears it 
could torpedo Palestinian 
hopes of quickly resuming 
negotiations with Israel to 
end their decades-old con¬ 
flict. Israeli officials have 
already said fhey will not 
return to negotiations af¬ 
ter the vote and believe it 
instead undermines hopes 
for a peace deal. 

The General Assembly vote 
to raise the Palestinians’ 
status from a U.N. observer 
to a nonmember observer 
state is scheduled for Thurs¬ 
day — fhe “International 


Day of Solidarity with the 
Palestinian People” — just 
a week after a cease-fire 
ended eight days of pun¬ 
ishing Israeli airstrikes on 
the Gaza Strip and intense 
rocketing of the Jewish 
state by Gaza's Hamas rul¬ 
ers that reached Jerusalem 
and Tel Aviv. 

Unlike the Security Council, 
there are no vetoes in the 
General Assembly and the 
resolution is virtually certain 
of approval. The 193-mem¬ 
ber world body is dominat¬ 
ed by countries sympathet¬ 
ic to the Palestinian cause 
and the resolution only re¬ 
quires a majority vote for 
approval. 

The U.N. recognition of their 
statehood would elevate 
the Palestinians to the same 
status as the Vatican, an¬ 
other nonmember observer 
state. However, a country’s 
vote to raise the Palestinian 
status at the U.N. does not 
imply its individual recogni¬ 
tion of a Palestinian state, 
something that must be 


done bilaterally. To date, 
132 countries — over two- 
thirds of the U.N. member

states — have recognized 
the state of Palestine. 

The U.N. recognition, how¬ 
ever, would add weight 
Palestinian claims for a 
stafe in the West Bank, 
Gaza Strip and east Jeru¬ 
salem, territories captured 
by Israel in the 1967 Mid¬ 
east war. Israel pulled out 
of Gaza in 2005. 

The vote is taking place 
while the Palestinians them¬ 
selves remain bitterly divid¬ 
ed: Hamas, which does not 
recognize Israel’s right to 
exist, claimed victory in the 
recent conflict and raised 
its standing in the Arab 
world, while the rival Fa¬ 
tah movement of President 
Mahmoud Abbas, which 
controls the West Bank, re¬ 
mained sidelined. 

Abbas needs a solid vote 
in the General Assembly 
to strengthen his domestic 
position and he is flying to 
New York to present the 
case for U.N. recognition of 
the state of Palestine. 

Riyad Mansour, the Pales¬ 


tinian U.N. observer, said 
the final draft resolution, 
which was only circulated 
to U.N. members late Mon¬ 
day, has close to 60 co¬ 
sponsors and he expects 
more by the time of the 
vote. 

“I think that the great ma¬ 
jority of nations will vote 
with us because there is a 
global consensus on the 
two-state solution” that 
envisions Palestine and Is¬ 
rael living side-by-side in 
peace, Mansour said at a 
news conference. “So we 
expect a large number of 
countries to vote in favor.” 
The Palestinians have fo¬ 
cused much attention on 
getting support from Euro¬ 
pean nations because of 
the clout that their back¬ 
ing would give to Pales¬ 
tinian statehood dream, 
and France came through 
on Tuesday when Foreign 
Minister Laurent Fabius told 
Parliament in Paris that the 
country will vote “yes” on 
the resolution. □

Man sues Elmo puppeteer for abuse 

NEW YORK (AP) — A man has sued the ex-Elmo puppeteer 
who resigned amid sex allegations, saying the voice actor 
met him in New York after trolling gay telephone chat lines 
seeking underage boys for sex. 

The lawsuit seeking unspecified damages was filed in 
Manhattan federal court Tuesday by a Florida man who 
remains anonymous. The man says he met Kevin Clash on 
a chat line when he was 16 years old in 2000. The law¬ 
suit says Clash had numerous Elmo dolls in his apartment 
when he met the teen for sex. The man, now 29, is the third 
to make claims against Clash, who resigned from “Sesa¬ 
me Street" last week after 28 years. A spokeswoman says 
Clash “believes this lawsuit has no merit." □ 

BP arraigned; not-guilty plea entered 

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A lawyer for BP PLC entered a not- 
guilty plea for the company as it was arraigned on charg¬ 
es stemming from a deadly 2010 rig explosion and mas¬ 
sive oil spill in the Gulf of Mexico. The plea Tuesday in fed¬ 
eral court was a procedural move paving the way for a 
later guilty plea. It doesn’t signal that BP is backing away 
from its plea agreement. BP announced earlier this month 
that it will plead guilty to manslaughter, obstruction of 
Congress and other charges and pay a record $4.5 billion 
in penalties to resolve a federal probe of the Deepwater 
Horizon disaster. Attorneys for BP and the Justice Depart¬ 
ment are scheduled to meet Dec. 11 with a federal judge 
to discuss a date for pleading guilty .□ 

Judge: tobacco groups to say they lied 

WASHINGTON (AP) — A federal judge is ordering tobacco 
companies to publish corrective statements that say they 
lied about the dangers of smoking and to disclose smok¬ 
ing’s health effects, including the death of 1,200 people a 
day. U.S. District Judge Kessler said she wanted the indus¬ 
try to pay for corrective statements in various types of ad¬ 
vertisements. But Tuesday’s ruling is the first time she’s laid 
out what the statements will say. Each corrective ad is to 
be prefaced by a statement that the defendant tobacco 
companies “deliberately deceived the American public 
about the health effects of smoking.” Among the required 
statements are that secondhand smoke kills more than 
3,000 Americans a year. Q 

US passes on China ‘manipulator’ label 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Obama administration has de¬ 
clined to label China a currency manipulator, noting that 
it’s let its currency rise nearly 10 percent in value against 
the dollar since June 2010. The administration says the 
Chinese yuan remains “significantly undervalued” and is 
urging China to make further progress. U.S. manufacturers 
contend that China is manipulating its currency to gain 
trade advantages. A weaker yuan makes Chinese goods 
cheaper for American consumers and U.S. goods more 
expensive in China. Republican presidential nominee Mitt 
Romney had vowed during the campaign to brand Chi¬ 
na a currency manipulator if he won the White House. Q 

US judge: Return kids to deported dad 

SPARTA, North Carolina (AP) — A North Carolina judge has 
restored custody of three U.S.-born children to their de¬ 
ported Mexican father. Social services officials had sought 
to terminate the parental rights of Felipe Montes, who 
crossed the border illegally in 2003 to work on Christmas 
tree farms. He later married a U.S. citizen and the couple 
had three sons. □ 


After Rice meeting, 3 Republicans 
say Benghazi concerns now worse

WASHINGTON - Susan E. 
Rice, the U.S. ambassador 
to the United Nations, con¬ 
ceded Tuesday that she 
incorrectly described the 
attack on the U.S. mission in 
Benghazi, Libya, in Septem¬ 
ber as following a sponta¬ 
neous protest, rather than 
being a terrorist attack. 
But she said she based 
her statement on the intel¬ 
ligence available at the 
time and did not intend to 
mislead the U.S. public. 
Rice's acknowledgment, 
in a meeting on Capitol Hill 
with three Republican sen¬ 
ators who had criticized her 
earlier statements in a series 
of television interviews af¬ 
ter the attack, seemed to 
do little to quell their anger. 
The senators emerged from 
the meeting voicing even 
deeper reservations about 
Rice's role in the messy af¬ 
termath of the Benghazi at¬ 
tack, which resulted in the 
deaths of four Americans. 


“We are significantly trou¬ 
bled by many of the an¬ 
swers that we got, and 
some that we didn’t get,” 
Sen. John McCain of Arizo¬ 
na said to reporters. 

Sen. Lindsey Graham of 
South Carolina said, “Bot¬ 
tom line: I'm more con¬ 
cerned than I was before” 
- a sentiment echoed by 
Sen. Kelly Ayotte of New 
Hampshire. 

Their statements - coming 
after Rice's conciliatory re¬ 
marks during a meeting de¬ 
signed to mend fences with 
her three critics and smooth 
the way for her nomina¬ 
tion as secretary of state if 
President Barack Obama 
decides on her as the suc¬ 
cessor to Hillary Rodham 
Clinton - attested to the 
bitterness of the feud be¬ 
tween the White House and 
Republicans over Benghazi. 
Republicans have seized 
on Rice's initial account 
as a politically motivated 
cover-up by the administra¬ 
tion. The White House has 


defended Rice by saying 
she was simply articulating 
talking points produced by 
intelligence agencies. 

Rice had asked for the 
meeting and was accom¬ 
panied by the acting CIA 
director, Michael J. Mor¬ 
rell, amid signs that McCain 
and Graham were soften¬ 
ing their opposition to her 
potential nomination. 

In a statement issued after 
the meeting, Rice said she 
and Morrell discussed the 
talking points that she used 
when she appeared on five 
Sunday morning talk shows 
Sept. 16, five days after the 
attack. Jay Carney, the 
White House press secre¬ 
tary, said after the meeting: 
“There are no unanswered 
questions about Ambas¬ 
sador Rice's appearance 
on Sunday shows and the 
talking points she used for 
those appearances that 
were provided by the in¬ 
telligence community. 
Those questions have been 
answered. 


Man suing Facebook wants lawyer to stay

A lawyer who says he no 
longer wants to represent 
a New York man claiming 
part ownership of Face- 
book is still on the case for 
now after his client told a 
judge he doesn’t want him 
to go. 

Paul Ceglia’s opposition 
to Ohio attorney Dean Bo¬ 


land’s request to withdraw 
from Ceglia’s civil lawsuit 
surprised Facebook attor¬ 
neys, who'd been ready 
to go along with it during a 
court hearing conducted 
by phone Tuesday. 

It also surprised Magistrate 
Judge Leslie Foschio, who 
put the request on hold. 
Boland hasn’t said publicly 


why he wants off the case, 
outlining his reasons pri¬ 
vately to the judge. 

Now Facebook wants the 
reasons disclosed. The 
judge gave Boland until 
Dec. 4 to respond to that 
request. 

Without giving details, Ceg- 
lia implied Boland has been

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Female military members sue to serve in combat

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Four female service mem¬ 
bers filed a lawsuif Tuesday 
challenging the Penta¬ 
gon’s ban on women serv¬ 
ing in combat, hoping the 
move will add pressure to 
drop the policy just as of¬ 
ficials are gauging the ef¬ 
fect that lifting the prohibi¬ 
tion will have on morale. 
The lawsuit, filed in federal 
court in San Francisco, is 
the second one this year 
over the 1994 rule that 
bars women from being 
assigned to ground com¬ 
bat units, which are smaller 
and considered more dan¬ 
gerous since they are often 
in battle for longer periods. 
The legal effort comes less 
than a year after the ban 
on gays serving openly was 
lifted and as officials are 
surveying Marines about 
whether women would 
be a distraction in ground 
combat units.

“I'm trying to get rid of the 
ban with a sharp poke,” 
said U.S. Army Staff Sgt. Jen¬ 
nifer Hunt, who was among

strides in allowing more 
women to experience 
combat. He said Defense 
Secretary Leon Panetta has 
opened about 14,500 com¬ 
bat positions to women. 
“And he has directed the 
services to explore the 
possibility of opening ad¬ 
ditional roles for women in 
the military,” Little said. “His 
record is very strong on this 
issue.” 

American Civil Liberties 
Union Ariela Migdal, who 
represents the four wom¬ 
en, said Panetta’s actions 
weren’t enough.

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Senators ask Obama to 
protect the Mississippi

ST. LOUIS (AP) — A group of U.S. senators will ask President 
Barack Obama for an emergency declaration in an effort 
to keep barges moving on the drought-riddled Mississippi 
River, a spokesman for Sen. Claire McCaskill told The As¬ 
sociated Press Tuesday. 

Senators from Mississippi River states are seeking an emer¬ 
gency directive that would increase the flow of water 
from an upper Missouri River dam and expedite removal 
of rock formations in the middle Mississippi River that im¬ 
pede barge traffic during periods of low water. McCaskill 
spokesman Drew Pusateri did not yet have a complete list 
of senators involved in the request. 

Goods such as grain, corn, coal, petroleum and chemi¬ 
cals are typically shipped along the Mississippi River, in 
part because the volume is so high that using trucks or 
trains would be far more costly. Waterway trade groups 
say that if the river was shut down starting next month and 
through January, the impact would reach into the billions 
of dollars. 

Pusateri said McCaskill also will write to Missouri Gov. Jay 
Nixon asking him to formally request a disaster designa¬ 
tion. □

Soldier in WikiLeaks case 
claims wrongly punished

(AP) — The U.S. Army pri¬ 
vate charged in the big¬ 
gest security breach in 
U.S. history and accused 
of sending documents to 
the secret-spilling website 


WikiLeaks is expected to 
testify that he’s been pun¬ 
ished enough after being 
locked up alone in a small 
cell for months and forced 
to sleep naked for several 
nights. 

Pfc. Bradley Manning’s pre¬ 
trial hearing was set to run 
Tuesday through Sunday in 
a military court. 

Military officers were ex¬ 
pected to testify first, so 


Manning may not be 
called to testify until later 
this week. 

His lawyers contend Man¬ 
ning was illegally punished 
by being locked up alone 
in a small cell for nearly 
nine months at the Marine 
Corps brig in Quantico, Vir¬ 


ginia, and having to sleep 
naked for several nights. 
Military judges can dis¬ 
miss all charges if pretrial 
punishment is particularly 
egregious, but that rarely 
happens. The usual rem¬ 
edy is credit at sentencing 
for time served, said Lisa 
M. Windsor, a retired Army 
colonel and former Army 
judge advocate. 

Manning is accused of 


sending hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of classified Iraq and 
Afghanistan war logs and 
more than 250,000 diplo¬ 
matic cables to WikiLeaks 
while he was working as 
an intelligence analyst in 
Baghdad in 2009 and 2010. 
The 24-year-old faces pos¬ 


sible life imprisonment if 
convicted of aiding the 
enemy, the most serious of 
the 22 charges. 

Manning has offered to 
take responsibility for the 
leak by pleading guilty 
to reduced charges. The 
military judge hasn’t ruled 
on the offer, and prosecu¬ 
tors have not said whether 
they would still pursue the 
charges against him. Q

women AIDS activists say¬

The trio had the words

The nude protesters, 
along with dozens of oth¬ 
er clothed demonstrators 
chanted slogans, includ¬ 
ing: “People with AIDS are 
under attack. What do we 
do? Fight back.” 

The three women were ar¬ 
rested by Capitol Police 
as they mingled with other 
protesters in the hall out¬ 
side Boehner's district office 


after putting their clothes 
back on. 

The naked male protesters 
appeared to have left. 
“People with AIDS are sick 
and tired of being pushed 
over the cliff,” said Jennifer 
Flynn, 40, of New York City, 
who was among those ar¬ 
rested. “We need to make 
sure they stop going after 
people with AIDS.” 

Michael Tikili, 26, of New 
York City, said he is HIV¬ 
positive and depends on 
Medicaid for treatment. 
“Just the idea of these pro¬ 
grams being cut is horrible,” 
Tikili said. 

The protest occurred as 
congressional leaders and 
President Barack Obama 
seek a deal to avert auto¬ 
matic spending cuts and 
tax increases in January.

Hoboken station ‘weeks’ from reopening

HOBOKEN, N.J. (AP) — The 

rail terminal here is a relic 
from a different era, old 
enough to have seen the 
Jazz Age and the Great 
Depression, survive two 
World Wars and withstand 
the encroachment of the 
automobile.lt almost met its 
match in Hurricane Sandy. 
More than a month after 
the superstorm forced the 
Hudson River over its banks 
and cascading onto un¬ 
derground platforms and 
tracks, service on the Port 
Authority Trans-Hudson line 
out of Hoboken remains 
suspended, even as other 
portions of the system have 
been restored. 

It will be weeks before trains 
run again, PATH’S acting di¬ 
rector said Tuesday. 

Age and geography com¬ 
bine to make this one of 
the New York area’s more 
vulnerable pieces of infra¬ 
structure, as the hulking 
building squats mere yards 
from the river at the bottom 


of a gentle downslope. 

In the wake of Sandy, offi¬ 
cials from the Port Author¬ 
ity of New York and New 
Jersey said all existing infra¬ 
structure is being reviewed 
for possible flood mitigation. 
But there was the sense that 
even greater protective 
measures might not have 
been enough here. 

“This was something that 
was larger than anybody 
ever expected," PATH act¬ 
ing director Stephen Kings- 
berry said Tuesday. “We’re 
in Hoboken, where a lot of 
the above-ground parts 
were flooded. This station 
is underground. That’s the 
problem of the day. I don't 
think any of the areas of 
Hoboken were able to es¬ 
cape this amount of wa¬ 
ter." Surveillance videos re¬ 
leased recently by the Port 
Authority show water gush¬ 
ing down stairways and 
onto platforms, submerg¬ 
ing turnstiles and ticket ma¬ 
chines.

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Economic organization warns of global recession

LONDON - The Organization 
for Economic Cooperation 
and Development sharply 
cut its forecast for the world 
economy Tuesday, warn¬ 
ing that failure to resolve the 
euro crisis and to avert a fis¬ 
cal impasse in the United 
States could trigger a global 
recession. The Paris-based 
OECD predicted that gross 
domestic product in its 34 
member nations, all devel¬ 
oped economies, would ex¬ 
pand by 1.4 percent in 2013, 
a significant downward revi¬ 
sion from its forecast of 2.2 
percent made just six months 
ago. That assumes that the 
U.S. agrees on a budget deal 
before January, averting bil¬ 
lions of dollars in tax increas¬ 
es and automatic spending 
cuts. If that so-called fiscal 


cliff is nof avoided, “a 
large negative shock 
could bring the U.S. and 
the global economy into 
recession,” according to 
the forecast, written by 
Pier Carlo Padoan, the 
organization’s deputy 
secretary-general and 
chief economist. 

Even leaving that possi¬ 
bility aside, the OECD re¬ 
port makes grim reading, 
particularly with regard to 
the 17-nation euro area - 
which, still mired in reces¬ 
sion, is where the “great¬ 
est threats to the world 
economy remain.” 
“Challenging fiscal sus¬ 
tainability conditions in 
some countries risk spark¬ 
ing a chain of events that 
could considerably harm 
activity in the monetary 
union and push the global 


economy into recession,” 
the report said.

Eager 
to portray Netanyahu as an 
extremist, opposition parties 
see an opportunity to mount 
a formidable challenge to 
the Israeli leader. 

Ousting Netanyahu remains 
a formidable task, but the re¬ 
turn of Tzipi Livni, who served 
as Israel’s foreign minister 
and chief peace negotiator 
from 2006 to 2009, injected a 
high-profile name into what 
had been a lackluster race. 
Well respected internation¬ 
ally, Livni immediately took 


push for peace with the 
Palestinians. 

“I came to fight for 
peace,” she said. 


During Netanyahu’s nearly 
four years in office, peace 
efforts with the Palestinians 
have remained frozen. 


The Palestinians refuse to 
resume talks unless Israel 
stops building settlements 
in the West Bank and east 
Jerusalem, occupied areas 
that the Palestinians claim 
for an independent state. 
Netanyahu blames the Pal¬ 
estinians for the deadlock. 
The prime minister imposed 
a partial freeze on settle¬ 
ment construction early in 
his term, leading to a brief 
attempt to resume nego¬ 
tiations. 

But Netanyahu refused to 
extend the construction 
slowdown, and the talks 
quickly collapsed. He says 
talks should resume without 
any preconditions. 

The deadlock has pushed 
Palestinian President Mah¬ 
moud Abbas to head to 
the United Nations this 
week to upgrade the Pal¬ 
estinian observer mission to 
“nonmember state" status. 
The General Assembly is ex¬ 
pected to pass the request. 
The Palestinians believe 
the international endorse¬ 
ment, while largely sym¬ 
bolic, will bolster their posi¬ 
tion if negotiations resume. 
Israel, backed by the Unit¬ 
ed States, opposes the bid 


and has been furiously lob¬ 
bying allies to oppose it, 
saying all differences must 
be resolved through nego¬ 
tiations. 

In a setback for Netan¬ 
yahu, France announced 
Tuesday that it would vote 
in favor of the Palestinians. 
At a time when there are 
no talks with the Western- 
backed government of 
Abbas, Israel this week 
opened an indirect dia¬ 
logue with Abbas’ rival, 
the Islamic militant Hamas 
movement, as part of a 
cease-fire that ended an Is¬ 
raeli military offensive in fhe 
Gaza Strip last week. 

Israel considers Hamas, 
which seized control of 
Gaza five years ago, a ter¬ 
rorist group. 

“Everything is upside down: 
a government that nego¬ 
tiates with terrorists and 
freezes all dialogue wifh 
those who work to prevent 
attacks," Livni said. 

Livni told the audience 
that the fighting in Gaza, 
in which her youngest son 
was mobilized to Israel’s 
southern front, had fac¬ 
tored into her decision to

Arafat grave dug up for probe

RAMALLAH, West Bank (AP) 

— Eight years after Yasser 
Arafat’s mysterious death, 
his political heirs opened 
his grave Tuesday and let 
forensics experts fake sam¬ 
ples from his remains, defy¬ 
ing strong cultural taboos in 
search of evidence that the 
icon of Palestinian national¬ 
ism was poisoned. 
Palestinians have claimed 
for years that Israel poi¬ 
soned Arafat, who died in 
a French hospital. Israel has 
denied the charges. 

The exhumation marked 
the end of months of pro¬ 
cedural wrangling but only 
the beginning of the testing. 


Palestinian officials said it 
would take at least three 
months to get results, and 
even then, they might not 
be conclusive. 

Workers opened Arafat’s 
tomb before daybreak 
Tuesday, laying bare the 
remains some four meters 
(13 feet) below ground 
level, the Palestinian 
health minister said. A Pal¬ 
estinian forensics examiner 
took some 20 samples and 
handed them to Swiss, 
French and Russian ex¬ 
perts, officials said. 

Huge sheets of blue tar¬ 
paulin draped over Ara¬ 
fat's mausoleum hid the 
scene from view, part of 
an attempt by Palestinian 
officials to minimize any 


potential backlash against 
digging up the grave of 
Arafat, still widely revered 
in the Palestinian territories. 
By midmorning, the grave 
was resealed, and Pales¬ 
tinian officials laid wreaths 
of flowers to signal Arafat's 
reburial. 

The three teams will sepa¬ 
rately analyze the samples 
for possible poison, includ¬ 
ing polonium-210, a lethal 
radioactive substance 
first detected in elevated 
amounts on some of Ara¬ 
fat's clothing this summer. 
Polonium disintegrates rap¬ 
idly, and experts have cau¬ 
tioned that too much time 
may have passed since 
Arafat's death to reach a 
conclusive result. □

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Congo rebels present demands for leaving Goma

NAIROBI, Kenya - Rebel 
leaders in the Democratic 
Republic of Congo said 
Tuesday that they had 
“no problem" withdrawing 
from the strategic eastern 
city of Goma, which they 
captured last week, but 
they then went on to pres¬ 
ent such a long and unreal¬ 
istic set of demands that an 
immediate pullout seemed 
unlikely. The rebels said 
they would leave Goma 
only if the Congolese gov¬ 
ernment released political 
prisoners, investigated the 
murder of opposition sup¬ 
porters, dissolved the na¬ 
tional election commission 
and convened a confer¬ 
ence of opposition leaders 
and members of the Con¬ 
golese diaspora. “We are 
ready to defend ourselves 
if the Congolese army at¬ 
tacks Goma because we 
are not leaving unless there 
are talks with the presi¬ 


dent,” said Jean-Marie 
Runiga, head of the rebels’ 
political wing. A Congolese 
government spokesman, 
Lambert Mende, called the 


rebel demands a “farce." 
“If each day they’re go¬ 
ing to come back with 
new demands, it becomes 
ridiculous,” he told the Re¬ 


uters news agency. Re¬ 
gional leaders, especially 
President Yoweri Musev¬ 
eni of Uganda, are putting 
enormous pressure on both 


sides to break the impasse, 
which many analysts fear 
could drag Congo, a vast 
nation in Africa’s strategic 
center, back into chaos. 
Goma is one of the biggest 
and most commercially vi¬ 
tal cities in Congo, and its 
fall into rebel hands set off 
protests across the coun¬ 
try, some of them quite de¬ 
structive and violent. And 
the rebels have said their 
capture of Goma is just the 
beginning and that they 
plan to “liberate" the entire 
country. On Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, the Ugandan gov¬ 
ernment triumphantly de¬ 
clared that the rebels had 
agreed to leave Goma. 
That announcement was 
then essentially canceled 
out by a rebel news con¬ 
ference a few hours later. 
The rebels, who call them¬ 
selves the M23, continued 
to clash with government- 
allied militias around Goma

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30 killed, dozens hurt in Iraq insurgent attack

BAGHDAD (AP) — Insur¬ 
gents launched attacks 
against security forces 
and civilians in central and 
northern Iraq on Tuesday, 
killing at least 30 people 
and wounding dozens, of¬ 
ficials said. 

Shiite mosques in Baghdad 
were main targets, along 
with a city claimed by 
squabbling ethnic groups 
in a disputed northern re¬ 
gion. The conflicts threaten 
the stability of Iraq follow¬ 
ing the final pullout of U.S. 
military forces nearly a year 
ago. Car bombs exploded 
near three mosques shortly 
after nightfall in the capi¬ 
tal, killing 21. Police and 
hospital officials said the 
first exploded near a Shi¬ 
ite mosque following eve¬ 


ning prayers in the Hurriyah 
neighborhood, killing nine 
worshippers and wound¬ 
ing 20 others. Minutes later, 
another car bomb went off 
near Gaereat mosque, kill¬ 
ing five people. 

Later, police said a third 
car bomb exploded, killing 
seven Shiite worshippers 
and wounding 21 others 
in Shula neighborhood in 
northern Baghdad. 

Ali Habib, a taxi driver, said 
he was driving near the 
Shiite mosque in Hurriyah 
when he heard a loud ex¬ 
plosion. He rushed to the 
blast site and helped take 
wounded to the hospital. 
“The scene was horrific, 
with people screaming for 
help,” he said. “Such at¬ 
tacks bring back memories 
of the darkest days of sec¬ 
tarian strife that took place 


several years ago in Iraq.” 
In the north, a police officer 
said three bombs in parked 
cars exploded simultane¬ 
ously in the oil-rich city of 


Kirkuk, the largest city in the 
area claimed by several 
ethnic groups in a dispute 
with the central govern¬ 
ment in Baghdad. 


The bombs hit two Kurdish 
residential areas in the cen¬ 
ter of the city. One went off 
near a main Kurdish party 
headquarters. Five people, 
including a Kurdish security 
guard, were killed and 58 
others wounded, he said. 

A few minutes later, two 
bombs exploded in a mar¬ 
ket in the Sunni-dominated 
town of Hawija west of 
Kirkuk, killing two civilians 
and wounding five others, 
he said. Also, five Iraqi army 
soldiers were wounded 
when militants detonated 
bombs near their houses 
in the nearby town of Tuz 
Khortmato. Kirkuk, 290 ki¬ 
lometers (180 miles) north 
of Baghdad, is home to 
a mix of Arabs, Kurds and 
Turkomen, who all have 
competing claims to the 
oil-rich area. □

US Navy secretary, Chinese minister discuss relationship

BEIJING (AP) — China’s de¬ 
fense minister and the U.S. 
Navy secretary on Tuesday 
discussed security at sea 
and plans to bolster the 
U.S. military presence in 
the Asia-Pacific region that 
have been sharply criti¬ 
cized by Beijing. 

China hopes the sides 
would further cooperation 
in areas of mutual interest 
and “manage disparities 
when conflicts appear,” 
Gen. Liang Guanglie told 
Ray Mabus according to 
the official Xinhua News 
Agency. 

Liang called for “equality, 
mutual benefit and practi¬ 
cal collaboration while de¬ 
veloping a new type of re¬ 
lationship between the two 
militaries,” Xinhua said. 

The meeting at the Ministry 
of National Defense in cen¬ 
tral Beijing comes just days 
after China began landing 
planes on its newly com¬ 


missioned aircraft carrier, 
displaying rapid progress 
toward deploying the ulti¬ 
mate symbol of naval pow¬ 
er and force projection. 
Mabus also met Tuesday 
with the commander of the 
Chinese navy, Adm. Wu 
Shengli, and plans to tour 
two ships and a submarine 
in the eastern port of Ning- 
bo as part of his four-day 
visit, the U.S. Embassy said. 
Beijing has criticized the 
U.S.’s moves in the Pacific 
as part of a campaign to 
encircle and contain Chi¬ 
na, despite Washington’s 
claims that it is merely shift¬ 
ing its focus back to the 
region after winding-down 
the conflicts in Iraq and Af¬ 
ghanistan. 

Those steps include dis¬ 
patching up to 2,500 U.S. 
Marines to rotate through a 
joint military training hub in 
the northern Australia city 
of Darwin and the deploy¬ 
ment of a littoral combat 
ship — a new type of vessel 


that can operate closer to 
shore than other ships — to 
Singapore as part of a reas¬ 
signment of naval assets to 
Asia. 

China, for its part, has un¬ 
nerved its neighbors with its 
moves to assert its claims in 
the South China Sea and 
off its east coast. 

Recent months have seen 
a standoff with the Philip¬ 
pines over a disputed shoal 
and frequent confronta¬ 
tions with the Japanese 
Coast Guard around East 
China Sea islands claimed 
by both sides.

Latin American 
poverty lowest in 
3 decades: UN

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — 

The number of people liv¬ 
ing in poverty in Latin Amer¬ 
ica and the Caribbean has 
dropped to its lowest level 
in three decades, the UN’s 
regional economic body 
said on Tuesday. 

Despite lower poverty levels 
overall, 167 million people 
in the region are still consid¬ 
ered poor. That’s one mil¬ 
lion fewer than in 2011, and 
it represents 29 percent of 
the region’s population. Of 
those, 66 million people re-

main stuck in extreme pov¬ 
erty, the same as last year. 
“Current poverty and indi¬ 
gence rates are the lowest 
for three decades, and this 
is good news, but we are 
still facing unacceptable 
levels in many countries,” 
Alicia Barcena, head of 
the United Nations Eco¬ 
nomic Commission for Latin 
America and the Caribbe¬ 
an (ECLAC), told reporters 
in Santiago. 

“The challenge is to gen¬ 
erate quality jobs as part 
of a development model 
based on equality and en¬ 
vironmental sustainability,” 
she said. 

Higher wages and in¬ 
creased state social spend¬ 
ing were the main reasons 
for the drop in the poverty 
rate, according to the So¬ 
cial Panorama of Latin 
America 2012 report. 

It found that the last de¬ 
cade has seen reduced 
inequality in income distri¬ 
bution, although the issue 
remains one of the region’s 
main challenges. □

Former 
baseball 
union head 
Miller dead 
at 95

NEW YORK (AP) — Mar¬ 
vin Miller, the soft-spoken 
union head who led base¬ 
ball players in a series of 
strikes and legal battles 
that won free agency, 
revolutionized sports and 
made athletes multimillion¬ 
aires, died Tuesday. He was 
95. 

Miller died at his home in 
Manhattan at 5:30 a.m. lo¬ 
cal time, said his daughter 
Susan Miller. He had been 
diagnosed with liver can¬ 
cer in August. 

“All players — past, present 
and future — owe a debt 
of gratitude to Marvin, and 
his influence transcends 
baseball,” current union 
head Michael Weiner said. 
“Marvin, without question, 
is largely responsible for 
ushering in the modern era 
of sports, which has result¬ 
ed in tremendous benefits 
to players, owners and fans 
of all sports."

THOUSAND OAKS, Califor¬ 
nia (AP) — Tiger Woods 
says he won’t be joining 
the European Tour. 

Woods had floated the 
possibility while in Turkey 
last month, especially now 
that the tour would count 
the Ryder Cup toward the 
minimum requirement of 
13 events for membership. 
When asked about it Tues¬ 
day, Woods said, “I’m not 
going to play the European 
Tour next year.” 

Woods is starting next sea¬ 
son at the Abu Dhabi Golf 
Championship. Throw in the 
four majors and four World 
Golf Championships, and 
he would need only three 
more events to become a 
European Tour member. 
“It’s a bit much for me still," 
Woods said, adding that 


his focus is squarely on the 
record 18 majors won by 
Nicklaus. Rory Mcllroy and 
Luke Donald have won the 
money titles on the Euro¬ 
pean Tour and PGA Tour in 
the past two years. 

Woods could have done 
that at least four times in 
the past decade if he had 
been a member. 

“Certainly, I’ve had op¬ 
portunities over the years, 
especially when it was at 
11 events,” Woods said. “I 
was very close a couple 
times and could have tak¬ 
en membership up and 
played it. But still ... I enjoy 
playing around the world, 
and I still always will. But I 
am going to play this tour." 
When asked why he nev¬ 
er bothered becoming a 
dual member, Woods said, 
“It wasn’t important to 
me."Q“

In his 16 years as execu¬ 
tive director of the Major 
League Players Associa¬ 
tion, starting in 1966, Mill¬ 
er fought owners on many 
fronts, winning free agency 
— the right to negotiate 
new contracts with any 
team — for players in De¬ 
cember 1975. He may best 
be remembered, howev¬ 
er, as the man who made 
the word “strike” stand for 
something other than a 
pitched ball. 

“I think he’s the most impor¬ 
tant baseball figure of the 
last 50 years,” former Com¬ 
missioner Fay Vincent said. 
“He changed not just the 
sport but the business of 
the sport permanently, and 
he truly emancipated the 
baseball player — and in 
the process all professional 
athletes. Prior to his time, 
they had few rights; at the 
moment, they control the 
games.” 

MLB’s revenue has grown 
from $50 million in 1967 to 
$7.5 billion this year. At his 
last public speaking en¬ 
gagement, a discussion at 
New York University School 
of Law in April marking the 
40th anniversary of the first 
baseball strike. Miller main¬ 
tained free agency and 
resulting fan interest con¬ 
tributed to the revenue in¬ 
crease. 

“I never before saw such 
a win-win situation my life, 
where everybody involved 
in Major League Baseball, 
both sides of the equation, 
still continue to set records 
in terms of revenue and 
profits and salaries and 
benefits," Miller said. “You 


would think that it was im¬ 
possible to do that. But it is 
possible, and it is an amaz¬ 
ing story how under those 
circumstances, there can 
be both management and 
labor really winning.” 

Miller, who retired and be¬ 
came a consultant to the 
union in 1982, led the first 
walkout in the game's his¬ 
tory 10 years earlier. On 
April 5, 1972, signs posted 
at major league parks sim¬ 
ply said: “No Game To¬ 
day.” The strike, which last¬ 
ed 13 days, was followed 
by a walkout during spring 
training in 1976 and a mid¬ 
season job action that 
darkened the stadiums for 
seven weeks in 1981. 
Baseball had eight work 
stoppages through 1995 
but has labor peace since 
then. Meanwhile, labor tur¬ 
moil has engulfed the other 


major U.S. pro leagues. 
“Marvin exemplified guts, 
tenacity and an undy¬ 
ing love for the players he 
represented,” NFL players’ 
union head DeMaurice 
Smith said. “He was a men¬ 
tor to me, and we spoke of¬ 
ten and at length. His most 
powerful message was 
that players would remain 
unified during labor strife if 
they remembered the sac¬ 
rifices made by previous 
generations.” Slightly built 
and silver-haired with a 
thick, dark mustache. Mill¬ 
er trained as an econo¬ 
mist and was anything but 
passive in his dealings with 
baseball owners. 

Miller was elected union 
president in 1966. Baseball 
had entered a new era, 
one in which its owners

Newton leads Panthers past Eagles 30-22

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Car¬ 
olina quarterback Cam 
Newton threw for two 
touchdowns and ran for 
two more to lead the Pan¬ 
thers to a 30-22 victory over 
the Philadelphia Eagles on 
Monday in a matchup of 
two struggling NFL teams. 
Bryce Brown set a Philadel¬ 
phia rookie record with 178 
yards rushing, including TD 
runs of 65 and 5 yards, but 
the Eagles (3-8) still lost their 
seventh straight game. 
Brown, making his first start 
since he was at high school 
in 2008, filled in for injured 
running back LeSean Mc¬ 


Coy. While he surpassed 
Correll Buckhalter's rookie 
mark, he also lost two fum¬ 
bles, including one in Pan¬ 
thers’ territory. 

Fellow Eagles rookie Nick 
Foies was so-so in his sec¬ 
ond straight start as quar¬ 
terback, replacing Michael 
Vick, who also sat out with 
a concussion. Foies was 16 
of 21 for 119 yards. 

Newton, who so far this 
year hadn’t played up to 
his sensational rookie sea¬ 
son, thrived against Phila¬ 
delphia’s porous pass de¬ 
fense. He finished 18 of 28 
for 306 yards. 

Newton had a 24-yard TD 
toss over the middle to a 


wide-open Gary Barnidge 
for a 7-3 lead. He connect¬ 
ed with a wide-open Bran¬ 
don LaFell on a 43-yard 
pass to make it 14-3 later in 
the first quarter. 

The failed marking on LaFell 
was a continuation of a 
worrying pattern. In five 
games since Todd Bowles 
replaced Juan Castillo as 
defensive coordinator, the 
Eagles have allowed 13 
passing touchdowns and 
haven’t had an intercep¬ 
tion. Newton led a 95-yard 
drive to open the third 
quarter, hitting Louis Mur¬ 
phy for a 55-yard gain on a 
second-and-11 from Caro¬ 
lina's 16. Newton finished 


it off with a 1-yard leap to 
give the Panthers a 21-15 
lead. The hosts recovered 
the lead 22-21 when a 51- 
yard pass interference call 
on Haruki Nakamura on 
Foies’ deep pass to Jeremy 
Maclin put Philadelphia at 
the Panthers 5. Brown ran in 
for the go-ahead score. 
Carolina (3-8) again went 
ahead 24-22 early in the 
fourth quarter on Graham 
Gano’s 23-yard field goal. 
Then the Panthers finally 
stopped Brown when it 
mattered most, on a fourth- 
and-1 to take over on 
downs at their 40-yard line. 
Newton led them down- 
field, running in from the 


2 to make it 30-22. Gano, 
signed last week, missed 
the extra point. But Bran¬ 
don Boykin fumbled after 
a 44-yard kickoff return, the 
Panthers recovered and 
held the ball the final 4:29. 
The Eagles’ seven-game 
skid had heightened spec¬ 
ulation about coach Andy 
Reid's job. Owner Jeffrey 
Lurie already has said that 
an 8-8 record would be 
“unacceptable” this year. 
The Eagles would have to 
finish 5-1 just to get there. 
The injury-depleted Eagles 
lost wide receiver DeSean 
Jackson (sternum) and de¬ 
fensive tackle Fletcher Cox 
(pelvis) in the first halfO 
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NFL playoffs taking shape, and still a month to go

NEW YORK (AP) — More 
than a month from the end 
of the NFL season, nearly 
every division race is de¬ 
cided. 

The Atlanta Falcons and 
Denver Broncos have four- 
game leads and can earn 
titles with victories on Sun¬ 
day, although the Falcons 
also need the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers to lose — coin¬ 
cidentally, to the Broncos, 
who don't need any help if 
they win to walk off with the 
AFC West. 

The Falcons (10-1) get an 
early start by hosting New 
Orleans on Thursday. Con¬ 
sidering the rivalry, and 
that Atlanta’s only defeat 
this season has been to 
the Saints, taking the NFC 
South crown merely adds 
to the team’s already soar¬ 
ing incentives. 

“Ten and one is great, but 
I'll tell you what I’ve said 
since the beginning of the 
season: We're just jockey¬ 
ing for position,” star Fal¬ 
cons tight end Tony Gon¬ 
zalez said. “We just want 
to put ourselves in the best 
position, playing the best 
football. Right around this 
time is when you want to 
start jelling as a team and 
take it on into the playoffs 
because that's the most 
important thing." 

Denver (8-3) already has 
swept San Diego, so one 
more victory puts Peyton 
Manning back in the play¬ 
offs with his new team. 
Oddly, Manning’s India¬ 
napolis Colts didn’t always 
fare so well after winning 
their division early, but ev¬ 
ery coach, including his lat¬ 
est one, John Fox, will say 
that owning a postseason 
berth overrides any poten¬ 
tial negatives. 

“We can’t influence what 
everyone else does over 
the last five games,” Fox 
said. “We know we have to 
take care of this week and 
that'll be our mindset.” 
Manning's mindset is to 
keep the foot on the ac¬ 
celerator regardless of the 
standings. 

“You certainly always want 
to get better late in the 
season,” he said. “You ei¬ 
ther get better, or you get 
worse and our goal is to get 


better every week.” 

The Baltimore Ravens (9-2) 
can grab the AFC North 
crown by beating visiting 
Pittsburgh and having Cin¬ 
cinnati lose at San Diego. A 
division race that most pro¬ 
jected to be tight barely will 
get into December if that 
happens. 

The Ravens should be 
thankful if that occurs, be¬ 
cause they are as banged- 
up as anybody and they 
wouldn’t need to rush de¬ 
fensive leader Ray Lewis 
back onto the field. 
Baltimore also would like 
nothing more than to 
spend the entire playoffs 
at home, where it is 5-0 — 
especially if it can avoid a 
trip to Houston, where the 


Texans routed the Ravens 
43-13 last month. 

Houston (10-1) is in the un¬ 
usual position of owning the 
AFC’s best record, yet not 
being in line for an imme¬ 
diate clinching. Even if the 
Texans win at Tennessee on 
Sunday and the AFC South 
runner-up, the Colts, fall at 
Detroit, the division remains 
unsolved because India¬ 
napolis and Houston meet 
twice in the final three 
weeks. 

A wild-card berth is within 
reach for the Texans, but 
that’s hardly what they’re 
aiming for. 

No team wants to trek to 
Foxborough in the playoffs, 
even if the New England 
Patriots have been elimi¬ 


nated from the Super Bowl 
chase at home in two of 
the last three years. New 
England (8-3) can wrap up 
the AFC East by beating 
Miami on Sunday because 
the Patriots would own all 
of the necessary tiebreak¬ 
ers in the division. 

Coach Bill Belichick is not 
likely to let up a bit even 
when that happens. Did 
anyone notice how long 
quarterbackTom Brady 
was on the field during the 
49-19 romp over the Jets 
on Thanksgiving, a game 
decided in the second pe¬ 
riod? 

The only truly close division 
through 11 games is the 


NFC North, where the Chi¬ 
cago Bears (8-3) have a 
one-game edge on Green 
Bay, but have lost to the 
Packers. The Bears also lost 
a handful of starters to in¬ 
juries last Sunday, so hold¬ 
ing off the Packers could 
be problematic. Of course. 
Green Bay also is plagued 
by injuries to stars such as 
Clay Matthews, Greg Jen¬ 
nings and Charles Wood- 
son. 

That one could go down 
to the season finales, when 
the Bears are at Detroit and 
the Packers visit the Minne¬ 
sota Vikings, who are in the 
wild-card race. Green Bay 
is at Chicago on Dec. 16. 
Both of last season's NFC 
championship game 

teams are in good shape 
in their divisions, but could 
be tested before clinching. 
The Super Bowl champion 
New York Giants are two 
games up on the Wash¬ 
ington Redskins and Dallas 
Cowboys, and they are at 
Washington on Monday. 
The Redskins have a better 
record within the NFC East 
and might push New York 
to the limit if they can win. 
The San Francisco 49ers’ 
rare tie has not hurt their 
standing in the standings. 
At 8-2-1, they lead Seattle 
by 2 1/2 games, and the 
Seahawks have dropped 
all three NFC West contests. 
The teams meet on Dec. 
23 at Seattle, but by then it 
could be too late to make 
any differenceO

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) — 

Kevin Durant scored 18 
points and the Oklahoma 
City Thunder opened a 
40-point halftime lead in 
one of the most lopsided 
first halves in NBA history on 
their way to a 114-69 blow¬ 
out of the Charlotte Bob¬ 
cats on Monday night. 
Russell Westbrook had 12 
points and 11 assists before 
he and the rest of Okla¬ 
homa City’s starters were 
pulled less than 5 minutes 
into the second half with 
the Thunder leading 79-25. 
Westbrook powered home 
a right-handed slam to put 
an exclamation point on 
the first half and put Okla¬ 
homa City up 64-24.

NETS 96, KNICKS 89, OT 
NEW YORK (AP) — The Nets 
worked overtime to pull out 
the opener of their new- 
look rivalry with the Knicks, 
winning to tie their city rivals 
for first place. 

Jerry Stackhouse, wearing 
the No. 42 Jackie Robin¬ 
son made famous in Brook¬ 
lyn, made the tiebreaking 
3-pointer with 3:31 left in 
overtime as the Nets con¬ 
trolled the extra period of a 
playoff-like game that nei¬ 
ther team led by more than 
seven. 

Brook Lopez had 22 points 


and 11 rebounds, and 
Deron Williams added 16 
points and 14 assists as the 
Nets improved to 7-1 in 
their new home and tied 
the Knicks atop the Atlan¬ 
tic Division at 9-4. 

Carmelo Anthony had 35 
points and 13 rebounds, 
but was only 10 of 16 at 
the free throw line. Tyson 
Chandler finished with 28 
points and 10 boards, but 
no other Knicks player was 
in double figures.

He missed his first 12 shots 
from the field against the 
Pistons. 

Detroit is 4-3 since drop¬ 
ping its first eight games. 
The Pistons won for the first 
time when allowing more 
than 90 points. 

LaMarcus Aldridge was 
back in the lineup for Port¬ 
land after missing a game 
with back spasms. He 
scored 32 points but didn’t 
have enough help with Lil¬ 
lard struggling. 

SPURS 118, WIZARDS 92 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Bo¬ 
ris Diaw scored 16 points, 
Tiago Splitter had 15 points 
and 12 rebounds and Tony 
Parker added 15 to help 
the Spurs win their fourth 
straight over the still-winless 
Washington Wizards. 

The Wizards are the 12th 
team in NBA history to start 
the season 0-12 according 
to STATS and are six away 


from equaling the New Jer¬ 
sey Nets’ record 0-18 start 
in 2009-10. In their first 11 
games, Washington lost by 
a total of just 72 points and 
never by more than 16. 

The Spurs had seven play¬ 
ers in double figures as they 
continued their successful 
road trip.

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The Ring of the Bell

While studying in the Peo¬ 
ple’s Republic of China I 
would accompany medi¬ 
cal colleagues shopping 
to check out bells for sale 
which we would hit with a 
wooden mallet and listen¬ 
ing to the tones produced. 
The ringing bell tone would 
be evaluated for its “puri¬ 
ty”, stimulating a discussion 
among us. The tone of one 
bell would be compared to 
another. A pleasant lunch 
period spent in Shanghai’s 
old section. Perhaps one 
of the nicest things was the 
ability to walk away from 
the ringing in your ears. 

In the United States 
alone over 50 million Ameri¬ 
cans experience a ring¬ 
ing in their ears that does 
not go away. Tinnitus is the 
medical term for the per¬ 
ception of sound in one or 
both ears or in the head 
when no external sound is 
present. It is often referred 
to as “ringing in the ears," 
because the word comes 
from Latin and means 
“to tinkle or to ring like a 
bell.” Some people hear 
hissing, roaring, whistling, 
chirping, or clicking. Tin¬ 
nitus can be intermittent 
or constant-with single or 
multiple tones-and its per¬ 
ceived volume can range 
from subtle to shattering. 

About 12 million 


people in the U.S. have se¬ 
vere enough tinnitus to seek 
medical attention.

It’s great 
for getting sand or water 
out of the ears of children 
after a day at the beach. 
You should never manu¬ 


ally try to remove it with a 
cotton swab; you are only 
pushing the wax to the 
back of your ear canal. 
Certain medications - Some 
medications are toxic to 
the ear. Other medications 
will produce tinnitus as a 
side effect without damag¬ 
ing the inner ear. Effects, 
which can depend on the 
dosage, may be temporary 
or permanent. Before tak¬ 
ing any medication, make 
sure that your physician 
is aware of your tinnitus. 

Ear or sinus infec¬ 
tions -1 always know I have 
a fever when the bells start 
in my ears. Many people, 
including children, experi¬ 
ence tinnitus along with 
ear or sinus infection. Gen¬ 
erally, it will lessen and go 
away once the infection 
is healed. Not only viruses 
and bacteria cause si¬ 
nus difficulties. Foods and 
chemical intolerances 
can cause sinus problems.

Integrity of Internet is crux of global conference

PARIS — A commercial 
and ideological clash is set 
for next week, when repre¬ 
sentatives of more than 190 
governments, along with 
telecommunications com¬ 
panies and Internet groups, 
gather in Dubai for a once- 
in-a-generation meeting. 
The subject: Control of the 
Internet, politically and 
commercially. 

The stated purpose of the 
World Conference on In¬ 
ternational Telecommu¬ 
nications is to update a 
global treaty on technical 
standards needed to, say, 
connect a telephone call 
from Tokyo to Timbuktu. The 
previous conference took 
place in 1988, when the 
Internet was in its infancy 
and telecommunications 
remained a highly regulat¬ 
ed, mostly analog-technol¬ 
ogy business. 

Now the Internet is the 
backbone for worldwide 
communications and com¬ 
merce. Critics of the Inter¬ 
national Telecommunica¬ 
tion Union, the agency of 
the United Nations that is 
organizing the meeting, 
see a dark agenda in the 
meeting. The blogosphere 
has been raging over sup¬ 
posed plans led by Russia 
to snatch control of the 
Internet and hand it to the 
U.N. agency. 

That seems unlikely. Any 
such move would require 
an international consen¬ 
sus, and opposition is wide¬ 
spread. Terry D. Kramer, 
the former Vodafone ex¬ 
ecutive who is the United 
States ambassador to the 
conference, has vowed to 
veto any change in how 
the Internet is overseen. 
Analysts say the real busi¬ 
ness of the conference is 
business. “The far bigger is¬ 
sue — largely obscured by 
this discussion — are pro¬ 


posals that are more likely 
to succeed that envision 
changing the way we pay 
for Internet services,” Mi¬ 
chael Geist, an Internet law 
professor at the University of 
Ottawa, said by e-mail. 
Hamadoun Toure, secre¬ 
tary general of the I.T.U., 
has repeatedly said that 
the U.N. group has no de¬ 
sire to take over the Inter¬ 
net or to stifle its growth. On 
the contrary, he says, one 
of the main objectives of 
the conference is to spread 
Internet access to more of 
the four and a half billion 
people around the world 
who still do not use it. 

And yet, groups as diverse 
as Google, the Internet 
Society, the International 
Trade Union Confederation 
and Greenpeace warn 
that the discussions could 
set a bad precedent, en¬ 
couraging governments to 
step up censorship or take 
other actions that would 
threaten the integrity of the 
Internet. 

“This is a very important 
moment in the history of 
the Internet, because this 
conference may introduce 
practices that are inimi¬ 
cal to its continued growth 
and openness,” Vinton G. 
Cert, vice president and 
chief Internet evangelist at 
Google, said in a confer¬ 
ence call. 


Google set up a Web site 
last week, “Take Action,” 
encouraging visitors to sign 
a petition for a “free and 
open Internet." The cam¬ 
paign is modeled on the 
successful drive last winter 
to defeat legislative pro¬ 
posals to crack down on 
Internet piracy in the United 
States. 

More energy is expected 
to be spent on how com¬ 
panies make money off the 
Internet. In one submission 
to the conference, the Eu¬ 
ropean Telecommunica¬ 
tions Network Operators' 
Association, a lobbying 
group based in Brussels that 
represents companies like 
France Telecom, Deutsche 
Telekom and Telecom Ita¬ 
lia, proposed that network 
operators be permitted to 
assess charges for content 
providers like Internet video 
companies that use a lot of 
bandwidth. 

Analysts say the proposal 
is an acknowledgment by 
European telecommuni¬ 
cations companies that 
they cannot hope to pro¬ 
vide digital content. “The 
telecoms realize that they 
have lost the battle,” said 
Paul Budde, an indepen¬ 
dent telecommunications 
analyst in Australia. “They 
are saying, ‘We can't beat 
the Googles and the Face- 
books, so let’s try to charge 


them.' ” The European lob¬ 
bying group says that with¬ 
out the new fees, there will 
be no money to invest in 
network upgrades need¬ 
ed to deal with a surge in 
traffic. Regulators have 
required European tele¬ 
communications operators 
to open their networks to 
rivals, and the market for 
broadband is fiercely com¬ 
petitive, with rock-bottom 
prices. 

In the United States, by 
contrast, most telecommu¬ 
nications companies have 
been permitted to main¬ 
tain local monopolies — or 
duopolies, with cable com¬ 
panies — in broadband, 
keeping prices higher. And 
American regulators have 
ordered broadband pro¬ 


viders to give equal priority 
to all Internet traffic. “Mod¬ 
els that try to force payment 
terms between nations 
and telecom operators run 
a huge risk of cutting off 
traffic,” Mr. Kramer said in 
an interview. “Liberalized 
markets are the only way 
to expand the success of 
the Internet.” People who 
have been briefed on the 
conference submissions say 
that not a single European 
government delegation 
has endorsed the telecom¬ 
munications operators’ 
proposal, and the Europe¬ 
an Parliament has passed 
a resolution denouncing it. 
Only governments, not pri¬ 
vate groups or companies, 
can put items on the meet¬ 
ing agenda.□ 


UN nuclear agency 
reports being hacked 

VIENNA (AP) — The International Atomic Energy Agency 
acknowledged Tuesday that one of its servers had been 
hacked after a previously unknown group critical of Isra¬ 
el's undeclared nuclear weapons program posted con¬ 
tact details for more than 100 experts working for the U.N. 
nuclear watchdog. 

A group called “Parastoo" — Farsi for the swallow bird and 
a common Iranian girl’s name — claimed responsibility for 
posting the names on its website two days ago. 

Israel is commonly acknowledged to possess nuclear 
weapons but has neither confirmed or denied its status. It 
says Iran is secretly working to make nuclear arms — some¬ 
thing Tehran denies — and describes the Islamic republic 
as the greatest threat to the Mideast. But Iran and Arab 
countries say the Jewish state’s nuclear capacities pose 
the greatest menace. 

Chastising Israel for its “nuclear arsenal," the hackers 
urged the experts whose names they published to sign a 
petition demanding an “open investigation" into Israel's 
nuclear program. 

IAEA spokeswoman Gill Tudor said the agency “deeply 
regrets this publication of information stolen from an old 
server.” She said the server had been shut down some 
time ago and agency experts had been working to elimi¬ 
nate any “possible vulnerability” in it even before it was 
hacked. 

The IAEA was doing “everything possible to help ensure 
that no further information is vulnerable,” she said in an 
email.n

Stocks slide on renewed ‘fiscal cliff fear 


US orders up 
1.7% for core 
capital goods

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

U.S. companies in Octo¬ 
ber increased their orders 
of machinery and equip¬ 
ment that signal invest¬ 
ment plans by the largest 
amount in five months, a 
hopeful sign for future eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

Orders for core capital 
goods, considered a proxy 
for business investment, 
rose 1.7 percent in Octo¬ 
ber, the best showing since 
a 2.3 percent rise in May, 
the Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Tuesday. 

Orders in this category had 
slowed beginning in the 
spring, acting as a drag on 
overall economic growth. 
Total orders for durable 
goods were unchanged 
in October at $216.9 bil¬ 
lion following a 9.2 percent 
jump in September that 
had been driven by a surge 
in demand for commercial 
aircraft. 

In October, demand for 
machinery, primary met¬ 
als and communications 
equipment increased while 
orders for autos, airplanes 
and computers fell. 

Many businesses had been 
holding back because 
they are worried about 
tax increases and federal 
spending cuts — known as 
the “fiscal cliff" — 
that will take effect in Janu¬ 
ary unless Congress reach¬ 
es a budget deal before 
then. 

Most economists predict 
the economy will suffer a 
recession in the first half of 
2013 if lawmakers and Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama can’t 
avoid the fiscal cliff. □

consumer confidence rose 
this month to its highest 
level in almost five years, 
helped by a better outlook 
for hiring over the next six 
months. The Conference 
Board said Tuesday that its 
consumer confidence in¬ 
dex rose to 73.7 in Novem¬ 
ber from 73.1 in October. 
Both are the best read¬ 
ings since February 2008. 
The index is still below the 
level of 90 that is consistent 
with a healthy economy. 
It last reached that point 
in December 2007, the first 
month of the Great Reces¬ 
sion. But the index has in¬ 
creased from the all-time 
low of 25.3 touched in Feb¬ 
ruary 2009. Higher consum¬ 
er confidence could trans¬ 
late into a more robust holi¬ 
day shopping season and 
stronger economic growth. 
Consumer spending drives 


nearly 70 percent of eco¬ 
nomic activity. The report 
also supported the findings 
of a separate survey from 


the University of Michigan 
released last week, which 
showed consumer senti¬ 
ment at a five-year high. 


Still, both surveys increased 
at slower rates than the 
previous month.

ConAgra Foods to buy Ralcorp

After being rejected last 
year, ConAgra Foods 
agreed Tuesday to buy Ral¬ 
corp Holdings for roughly 
$5 billion in cash, reviving 
an effort to form the largest 
producer of private label 
packaged food in North 
America. 

Under the terms of the 
deal, Ralcorp shareholders 
would receive $90 a share 
in cash, 28 percent above 
Ralcorp's closing price 
Monday. Including debt, 
the transaction is valued at 
about $6.8 billion. 

Together, the two would 
have $4.5 billion in an¬ 
nual sales of private label 


goods, made for bakeries, 
grocery chains, restaurants 
and other food service cus¬ 
tomers. 

“Ralcorp is already the 
largest private label food 
company in the U.S. and 
is well positioned for future 
growth," Gary M. Rodkin, 
chief executive of ConAgra 
Foods, said in a statement. 
“Adding Ralcorp provides 
us with a much larger pres¬ 
ence in the attractive and 
growing private label seg¬ 
ment." 

Once regarded as the 
stepchildren of the food 
aisles, private label prod¬ 
ucts have become brands 
in their own right as grocery 
store retailers have used 
them to set themselves 


apart from competitors. 
Over the years, retailers in¬ 
vested heavily in improv¬ 
ing the quality of their food 
products as well as the 
packaging and merchan¬ 
dising. Now, they have be¬ 
come ubiquitous among 
convenience stores, club 
stores, big box retailers and 
specialty concepts like 
Whole Foods and Trader 
Joe's. 

When the economy was 
weak, consumers snapped 
up such private label 
brands, although a new 
report out on Tuesday from

The survey found that most 
people viewed current 
conditions the same as in 
October. But the percent¬ 
age of Americans who ex¬ 
pect more jobs to be avail¬ 


able in the next six months 
rose to 20.3 percent, from 
19.7 percent in October. 
And the percentage of 
Americans who say jobs 
are “plentiful” rose to 11.2 
percent from 10.4 percent 
in the previous month. 
That’s the highest level in 
four years and a good sign 
for hiring this month. 

More Americans said they 
plan to buy a home, an ap¬ 
pliance or take a vacation, 
the survey found. About 6.9 
percent said they planned 
to buy a home, the highest 
on record. But the percent¬ 
age expecting to buy a car 
fell. Confidence among 
households earning $50,000 
and higher slipped to 88 
from 91.7 in October. □

Scientists make 
virtual portrait 
of Fahrenheit 

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — 

Scientists in Poland have 
created a computer por¬ 
trait of 18th century physi¬ 
cist Daniel Gabriel Fahr¬ 
enheit using images of his 
relatives. 

Jerzy Proficz from the Gdan¬ 
sk University of Technology 
said Tuesday a team of 
three scientists built a com¬ 
puter application to create 
the most probable likeness 
of historical figures. 

Using historical data, de¬ 
scriptions of the features 
and images of relatives, 
they created the portrait of 
Fahrenheit, of whom no re¬ 
liable likenesses exist. 
Fahrenheit was born in 
Gdansk in 1686 and died 
in The Hague in 1736. He 
invented the mercury ther¬ 
mometer and a tempera¬ 
ture scale now named af¬ 
ter him that is still in use in 
the United States, Britain 
and Canada. □

BRASILIA, Brazil (AP) — De¬ 
forestation in Brazil’s Ama¬ 
zon rainforest has dropped 
to its lowest level in 24 
years, the government said 
Tuesday. 

Satellite imagery showed 
that 1,798 square miles of 


the Amazon were deforest¬ 
ed between August 2011 
and July 2012, Environment 
Minister Izabella Teixeira 
said a news conference. 
That's 27 percent less than 
the 2,478 square miles de¬ 
forested a year earlier. The 
margin of error is 10 per¬ 
centage points. 

Brazil’s National Institute for 
Space Research said the 
deforestation level is the 
lowest since it started mea¬ 
suring the destruction of 
the rainforest in 1988. 
Sixty-three percent of 
the rainforest's 2.4 million 
square miles are in Brazil. 
The space institute said 
that the latest figures show 
that Brazil is close to its 2020 
target of reducing defor¬ 
estation by 80 percent 
from 1990 levels. Through 
July 2012 deforestation 
dropped by 76.26 percent. 


George Pinto a director of 
Ibama, Brazil’s environmen¬ 
tal protection agency, told 
reporters that better en¬ 
forcement of environmen¬ 
tal laws and improved sur¬ 
veillance technology are 
behind the drop in defores¬ 
tation levels. 

Pinto said that in the 
12-month period a total of 
2,000 square meters of il¬ 
legally felled timber were 
seized by government 
agents. 

The impounded lumber is 
sold in auctions and the 
money obtained is invest¬ 
ed in environmental preser¬ 
vation programs. 
Environment Minister Teix¬ 
eira said that starting next 
year Brazil will start using 
satellite monitoring tech¬ 
nology to detect illegal log¬ 
ging and slash-and-burn 
activity and issue fines. 


“Over the past several 
years Brazil has made a 
huge effort to contain de¬ 
forestation and the latest 
figures testify to its suc¬ 
cess,” said Adalberto Veris- 
simo, a senior researcher at 
Imazon, an environmental 
watchdog agency. 

“The deforestation figures 
are extremely positive, for 
they point to a consistent 
downward trend.” 

“The numbers disprove 
the argument that defor¬ 
estation is necessary for 
the country's economy to 
grow, he said by telephone 
from his office in the Ama¬ 
zon city of Belem." Defores¬ 
tation has been dropping 
steadily for the past four 
years while the economy 
has grown,” he said 
“But the war is far from 
over. We still have a lot of 
battles to fight and win.” □

Richards, the Tony Award¬ 
winning producer behind 
such Broadway hits as 
“Sweeney Todd,” and “The 
Will Rogers Follies,” has died 
after battling cancer, his 
publicist said Tuesday. He 
was 80. 

Publicist Judy Jacksina said 
Richards died Monday. 

In addition to his stage work, 
Richards was the producer 
of the original “Chicago” 
on Broadway and went on 
to win an Academy Award 
for producing the film ver¬ 
sion in 2003. His other films 
include “The Shining,” 
’’Boys From Brazil" and 
“Fort Apache, The Bronx.” 
The marquees of Broadway 
theatres will be dimmed in 
his memory Tuesday night. 
Richards’ shows won more 
than 40 Tonys during his five 
decades producing plays 
and musicals. 


“The popularity of his shows 
has brought many genera¬ 
tions to Broadway. He was 
an admirer of talent, and 
we were an admirer of his,” 
Charlotte St. Martin, the 
executive director of The 
Broadway League, said in 
a statement. 

Richards' other Broad¬ 
way productions include 
“Crimes of the Heart,” ”La 
Cage Aux Folles,” ’’Grand 
Hotel” and “The Life.” 
Richards, along with his late 
wife, Mary Lea Johnson 
Richards, was instrumen¬ 
tal in founding Broadway 
Cares/Equity Fights Aids 
and Meals on Wheels. Rich¬ 
ards also created the New 
York Center for Children to 
care for abused children 
and their families. 

In a statement, actress Chi¬ 
ta Rivera said she had lost 
a great friend. 

“What a privilege to have 
shared a part of his flam¬ 


boyant history. Through 
Marty and his courageous 
eye and infallible taste, I 
have inherited gifts I had 


never imagined would 
come my way,” Rivera 
said. Richards most recent¬ 
ly produced the new musi¬ 


cal “Big Maybelle: Soul of 
the Blues” at The Bay Street 
Theatre in Sag Harbor, New

“The Central Park Five" 
takes an emotionally 
charged subject — the 
wrongful conviction and 
imprisonment of five black 
and Hispanic teenage boys 
for the rape of a white fe¬ 
male jogger — and makes 
its case in a straightforward, 
detached manner. 

It is thoughtful, educational, 
understated perhaps to a 
fault — tonally, the trade¬ 
mark work of veteran doc- 
umentarian Ken Burns, who 
directs, writes and produc¬ 
es this time with daughter 
Sarah Burns, who wrote a 
book about the crime, and 
her husband, David McMa¬ 
hon. It efficiently depicts, 
but doesn’t get caught up 
in, the hysteria of the place 
and time: a racially and so¬ 
cioeconomically divided 
New York City in April 1989, 
when it was rotting with 
crack cocaine, AIDS and vi¬ 
olent crime but also gleam¬ 
ing with the conspicuous 
consumption of the era. 

As veteran New York Times 
reporter Jim Dwyer puts it: 
“It’s as if there was a social 
moat that divided these 
two New Yorks.” 

The late-night attack on 
jogger Trisha Meili — then 
a 28-year-old Wall Street 
investment banker who's 
now an author and motiva¬ 
tional speaker — became 


a symbol of this chasm and 
everything that seemed 
wrong with society. And 
the five young men from 
Harlem who happened to 
be running around Central 
Park with a couple dozen 
troublemakers that night 
— Antron McCray, Kevin 
Richardson, Raymond San¬ 
tana, Korey Wise and Yusef 
Salaam — became all-too 
easy scapegoats. 

“The Central Park Five" 
aims to clear their names 
publicly, once and for all, 
in a way that much of the 
press did not when a judge 
vacated the young men's 
convictions in 2002. It also 
quietly, insistently argues 
that this was more than 
just an example of detec¬ 
tives trying to make a name 
for themselves by quickly 
wrapping up a high-profile 
case — the one that intro¬ 
duced the word “wilding" 
into the vernacular — but 
rather a major symptom of 
institutional racism within 
the department. 

For the sake of perspective, 
it would have been helpful 
to hear from at least one of 
the people who investigat¬ 
ed or prosecuted the case, 
or from the tabloids that 
were so quick to condemn 
these kids, or even from the 
victim herself. All declined 
to participate. 

But we do hear extensive¬ 
ly from the five who were 


accused as they describe 
the fear of that time and 
the struggle to regain all 
they lost during the years 
they were behind bars. In 
archival photographs and 
footage, we see their sad, 
scared little faces and hear 
them admit to acts they 
didn’t commit; as they 
calmly and methodically 
explain in present-day inter¬ 
views, they felt coerced to 
say whatever was neces¬ 
sary to go home. 
Contradictory confes¬ 
sions and timeline dispari¬ 
ties didn't matter; neither 
did the fact that none of 
their DNA was found at the 
scene. The kids didn’t even 
know where in Central Park 
the attack took place. 
Meanwhile, there was a 
mysterious “sixth perpe¬ 
trator”: serial rapist Mafias 
Reyes, whose intimately de¬ 
tailed confession 13 years 
after the attack (not to 
mention a DNA match) set 
these innocent men free. 

So how does this sort of 
thing happen? Even as 
“The Central Park Five” 
seeks satisfactory answers, 
it stirs outrage and discour¬ 
agement all over again. 
“The Central Park Five," a 
Sundance Selects release, 
is not rated but contains 
language and graphic, vio¬ 
lent details. Running time: 
119 minutes. Three stars out 
of four. □

Fighting Fiscal Phantoms

I once took a long train ride with 
Grover Norquist. This wasn’t inten¬ 
tional. We found ourselves next to 
each other on the line to board 
an Acela from Washington, D.C., 
to New York, and we fell into a 
conversation, by which I mean 
that he did a great deal of talk¬ 
ing, in that faintly maniacal way 
of his, while I presented a captive 
audience. He continued to talk 
as we walked along the platform 
and was still talking as we entered 
the train, so it was more or less un¬ 
avoidable that we sit together. 
Besides which, I was genuinely fas¬ 
cinated, which is a very different 
adjective from amused. 

This happened earlier this year, 
around the time that pundits ga¬ 
lore were weighing in on whom 
Mitt Romney should choose as a 
running mate, and Norquist re¬ 
galed me with the case for Luis 
Fortuno. You know, the governor 
of... Puerto Rico. 

It was quite a case, replete with 
riffs on the importance of the Puer¬ 
to Rican vote in Florida and refer¬ 
ences to Fortuno’s degrees from 
top-tier American universities. But 
the odds of Fortuno’s selection 
were somewhere between zilch 
and hell-freezing-over, and it oc¬ 
curred to me that Norquist’s rail¬ 
way soliloquy wasn’t supposed to 
be a plausible argument, merely 
an attention-getting one. 

It had less to do with serious policy 
or sensible politics than with sheer 
performance. Norquist in a nut¬ 
shell. Someday someone will write 
a dark history - a farce, really - of 
how he managed to bring nearly 
all of the Republican Party to heel, 
compelling legislator upon legis¬ 
lator to lash themselves to his no- 
new-taxes pledge. Until then we’ll 
have to content ourselves with his 
misfortune over the last few days. 
No sooner had a nation digested 
its turkey than his goose began to 
be cooked. 

The spreading rebellion in the Re¬ 
publican ranks was manifest on 
the post-Thanksgiving Sunday talk 
shows. 

Sen. Lindsey Graham of South 
Carolina dissed Norquist on ABC’s 
“This Week,” saying that “when 
you’re $16 trillion in debt, the only 
pledge we should be making to 
each other is to avoid becoming 
Greece.” On NBC’s “Meet the 
Press,” Rep. Peter King of New 
York also stressed that the coun¬ 


try’s current fiscal woes trumped 
vows made in less debt-ridden 
times, and over on “Fox News Sun¬ 
day,” Sen. John McCain signaled 
a receptiveness to new revenue, 
another dagger to Norquist’s dark 
heart. 

All three Republican lawmakers 
were echoing previous comments 
of their own and of a small but 
significant cluster of colleagues, 
whose numbers continued to 
grow Monday, when Sen. Bob 
Corker of Tennessee, appear¬ 
ing on CBS’ “This Morning,” pro¬ 
nounced himself “not obligated 
on the pledge.” It’s as if some spell 
has at long last been broken, and 
the formerly bewitched villagers 
are rising up to defy their evil over- 
lord and insist on the possibility of 
life and even mirth without a de¬ 
duction for corporate jets. 

I celebrate this not because I think 
tax increases are some budget 
panacea. They’re not even close. 
In fact there’s a serious risk of fo¬ 
cusing too much on them and too 
little on entitlement reform and 
other potential savings, and one 
of the real values of the Republi¬ 
can Party has been its insistence, 
in theory if not always in practice, 
on careful attention to expendi¬ 
tures. 

But over recent years the party 
lost much of its credibility in this 
discussion, by dint of the lavish 
spending and escalating debt 
under George W. Bush and be¬ 
cause of a sophomoric, gimmicky 
purity that’s incarnate in Norquist, 
who has done his party real dam¬ 
age. He might as well have been 
onstage during that infamous Re¬ 
publican debate in August 2011 
when all eight candidates for 
the party’s presidential nomina¬ 
tion said that they wouldn’t ac¬ 
cept even $1 in tax increases for 
$10 in spending reductions. They 
had devolved into dummies, and 
Norquist was their ventriloquist. 
There’s no place for absolutists 
and absolutism in a democracy, 
which is designed for give-and- 
take, for compromise. 

That’s one of the lessons of “Lin¬ 
coln,” which moviegoers are 
thronging to and intellectuals are 
swooning for precisely because it 
illuminates and validates the in¬ 
trinsic and purposeful messiness 
of our system. It exalts flexibility. It 
venerates pragmatism. 

And I hope that Republicans and 
Democrats alike will keep those 
principles in mind as we approach 
the fiscal cliff. Norquist certainly 
hasn’t, but then he bears no re¬ 
sponsibility for governing and is 
concerned less with voters and 
their welfare than with those of 
us in the news media, who have 
been too quick to summon him, 
rewarding his staged and reliable 
vividness. 

In a recent appearance on a 
Times webcast, he joked that 
government did need some fund¬ 
ing, for “a military strong enough 
to keep the Canadians on their 
side of the border,” har-har. And 
he called taxes “thoroughly icky.” 
Then he winked, as if this were all 
just fun and games. To him, may¬ 
be. But the fun is fading fast. Q 
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These are difficult times for the 
deficit scolds who have domi¬ 
nated policy discussion for al¬ 
most three years. One could 
almost feel sorry for them, if it 
weren’t for their role in divert¬ 
ing attention from the ongoing 
problem of inadequate recov¬ 
ery, and thereby helping to per¬ 
petuate catastrophically high 
unemployment. 

What has changed? For one 
thing, the crisis they predict¬ 
ed keeps not happening. Far 
from fleeing U.S. debt, investors 
have continued to pile in, driv¬ 
ing interest rates to historical 
lows. Beyond that, suddenly the 
clear and present danger to the 
American economy isn’t that 
we’ll fail to reduce the deficit 
enough; it is, instead, that we’ll 
reduce the deficit too much. 
For that’s what the fiscal cliff - 
better described as the auster¬ 
ity bomb - is all about: The tax 
hikes and spending cuts sched¬ 
uled to kick in at the end of this 
year are precisely not what we 
want to see happen in a still- 
depressed economy. Given 
these realities, the deficit-scold 
movement has lost some of its 
clout. That movement, by the 
way, is a hydra-headed beast, 
comprising many organizations 
that turn out, on inspection, to 
be financed and run by more or 
less the same people; dig down 
into many of these groups’ back 
stories and you will, in particular, 
find Peter Peterson, the private- 


equity billionaire, playing a key 
role. 

But the deficit scolds aren’t giv¬ 
ing up. Now yet another orga¬ 
nization, Fix the Debt, is cam¬ 
paigning for cuts to Social Secu¬ 
rity and Medicare, even while 
making lower tax rates a “core 
principle.” That last part makes 
no sense in terms of the group’s 
ostensible mission, but makes 
perfect sense if you look at the 
array of big corporations, from 
Goldman Sachs to the United¬ 
Health Group, that are involved 
in the effort and would benefit 
from tax cuts. Hey, sacrifice is for 
the little people. 

So should we take this latest 
push seriously? No - and not just 
because these people, aside 
from exhibiting a lot of hypocri¬ 
sy, have been wrong about ev¬ 
erything so far. The truth is that 
at a fundamental level the crisis 
story they’re trying to sell doesn’t 
make sense. You’ve heard the 
story many times: Supposedly, 
any day now investors will lose 
faith in the United States’ ability 
to come to grips with its budget 
failures. When they do, there 
will be a run on Treasury bonds, 
interest rates will spike, and the 
U.S. economy will plunge back 
into recession. This sounds plau¬ 
sible to many people, because 
it’s roughly speaking what hap¬ 
pened to Greece. But we’re not 
Greece, and it’s almost impos¬ 
sible to see how this could actu¬ 
ally happen to a country in our 
situation. 

For we have our own currency 
- and almost all of our debt, 
both private and public, is de¬ 
nominated in dollars. So our 
government, unlike the Greek 
government, literally can’t run 
out of money. After all, it can 
print the stuff. So there’s almost 
no risk that the U.S. will default 
on its debt - I’d say no risk at all 
if it weren’t for the possibility that 
Republicans would once again 
try to hold the nation hostage 
over the debt ceiling. 


But if the U.S. government prints 
money to pay its bills, won’t that 
lead to inflation? No, not if the 
economy is still depressed. 

Now, it’s true that investors might 
start to expect higher inflation 
some years down the road. 
They might also push down the 
value of the dollar. Both of these 
things, however, would actu¬ 
ally help rather than hurt the U.S. 
economy right now: Expected 
inflation would discourage cor¬ 
porations and families from sit¬ 
ting on cash, while a weaker 
dollar would make our exports 
more competitive. Still, haven’t 
crises like the one envisioned by 
deficit scolds happened in the 
past? Actually, no. As far as I 
can tell, every example suppos¬ 
edly illustrating the dangers of 
debt involves either a country 
that, like Greece today, lacked 
its own currency, or a country 
that, like Asian economies in the 
1990s, had large debts in foreign 
currencies. Countries with large 
debts in their own currencies, like 
France after World War I, have 
sometimes experienced big 
loss-of-confidence drops in the 
value of those currencies - but 
nothing like the debt-induced 
recession we’re being told to 
fear. So let’s step back for a min¬ 
ute, and consider what’s going 
on here. For years, deficit scolds 
have held Washington in thrall 
with warnings of an imminent 
debt crisis, even though inves¬ 
tors, who continue to buy U.S. 
bonds, clearly believe that such 
a crisis won’t happen; econom¬ 
ic analysis says that such a crisis 
can’t happen; and the histori¬ 
cal record shows no examples 
bearing any resemblance to our 
current situation in which such a 
crisis actually did happen. 

If you ask me, it’s time for Wash¬ 
ington to stop worrying about 
this phantom menace - and to 
stop listening to the people who 
have been peddling this scare 
story in an attempt to get their 
way. □ 
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Hip-Hop comes to Men’s Wear

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These days, what we talk 
about when we talk about 
men’s wear often isn’t 
men’s wear at all. It’s bra¬ 
vado. It's the changing role 
of legacy. It’s the infusion of 
brash young energy into a 
hidebound, tradition-smug 
world. As often as not, what 
we're talking about is hip- 
hop. 

Take, as an example, the 
new book by Kevin Burrows 
and Lawrence Schlossman 
with a name that expresses 
enthusiasm for men’s cloth¬ 
ing in such a loud, exuber¬ 
ant manner that it can’t be 
printed here. 

In one spread is a photo 
of a serious-looking young 
man in a navy blazer, white 


oxford and burgundy bow 
tie. In his hands, he's clutch¬ 
ing three 40-ounce bottles 
of malt liquor. The accom¬ 
panying text is, more or less, 
set to the tune of “Salute,” 
by the Harlem rap crew the 
Diplomats: 

Unlikely as it may seem, the 
long hip-hop-slang-filled 
poems in this book are a hy¬ 
pertrophied form of what’s 
become the de facto way 
of discussing men’s fash¬ 
ion on the Internet for a 
generation that learned 
about Lardini and Isaia 
from street-style websites, 
and whose fashion enthusi¬ 
asm began not in Milan or 
at F.I.T., but from watching 
Kanye West videos. 

Hip-hop is the lingua fran¬ 
ca, and also a blooming 
shadow influence on the 
men’s wear industry writ 
large. The Internet - Tum¬ 
ble specifically - is full of 
voracious consumption of 
men’s wear imagery, help¬ 
ing to build an informed 
consumer and talenf pool 
unlike any before it. Who 
those people look up to 
are a slightly older cohort 
of designers, magazine ed¬ 
itors and tasfemakers who 
have become Internet 
men’s wear icons largely 
for the way they infuse the 
rebelliousness of their hip- 


hop youth into their more 
traditionally attired selves. 
More often than not for this 
generation, hip-hop is the 
filter, not the text, providing 
a worldview that preaches 
the values of opulence 


and peacocking. It helped 
that the menswear world 
had a few non-rapper he¬ 
roes of their own to look up 
to: Those include Josh Pes- 
kowitz, men’s fashion direc¬ 
tor at Bloomingdale's, and 
Eugene Tong, who was re¬ 
cently promoted to style 


director of Details. 

“Hip-hop was a genre that 
made it cool for guys to 
care about what they’re 
wearing,” said Tong, 32, 
who grew up in Cherry 
Hill, N.J., on a diet of Wu- 


Tang Clan and Nas before 
making his way into the 
world of men's fashion. The 
same went for Peskowitz, 
33, raised in Washington, 
D.C., and who worked at 
music and style magazines 
including The Fader and 
Vibe before crossing over 


to retail. 

“For a long time in Ameri¬ 
ca, when you looked at a 
guy in a suit, you saw a stiff, 
especially for a guy of my 
upbringing and era,” Pes¬ 
kowitz said. “It represent¬ 


ed establishment and we 
were definitely not about 
that.” The same could ap¬ 
ply to Theodore, 37, though 
to him, to keep a hip-hop 
influence af arm’s length, 
he said, “would be me not 
embracing who I am.” 

He continued: “It’s rebel¬ 
lious culture, but it evolves. 
In fashion there are not 
enough of us who can 
transition. You are creating 
something that is open to 
all with your culture at the 
root of it.” 

Even though these genera¬ 
tions see no wall between 
an embrace of high-end 
men’s fashion and a hip- 
hop lens to view if through, 
it’s possible that the wave 
of enthusiasts that follow 
will have different blends 
of influences. What's more, 
these figures, influential as 
they are, still constitute a 
small movement inside a 
much larger, still very insu¬ 
lar club. 

At least they have one an¬ 
other, though. “It’s very ap¬ 
parent that certain things 
are unknown to certain 
people,” Tong said, add¬ 
ing, “Josh and I have this 
very specific handshake 
when we greet each other, 
and people are like, ‘What 
did you just do?”' □
